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It is a very great pleasure for me to welcome you here tonight to 
the forty-second annual Citmencement Day Exercises. We are always 
Sincerely happy to receive at Loyola the faithful alumni and the 
loyal friends of our school. 

4 rapid survey of the past year provides comparatively little of 
@ sensatioanl nature, at least in the scholastic domain, and perhars 
it is just as well. Loyola has endeavored to live up to the traditions 
and ideals which it has fostered during the past four decades of 
its existence. The work of the students hes in general been satisfactory 
T do not mean that we should rest content with what they have done, for 
youth 18 capable 2f greater, still greater efforts. Yet there is much 
to comfort us in the interest, industry, and earnest endeavor of which 
we are tne daily witnesses, and while we appeal ever more insistently 
for a yet greater co-operation on the pat of parents, particularly of 
non-resident students, we gladly attest our apprec&ation of the underst 
anding assistance many of them do afford us in our work for their sons. 
I am happy to repeat what I said last year that one of the most 
consoling features of the year's activities has been the loyal and 
apvreciative spirit of the students themselves. While it has been 
manifested in many ways, might I mention here the fact that their 
contribution to the recent drive---out of their own pockets and not 
from the parents---emounted to the fh total of $2700. I can only say 
that we are proud of them and we trust that their loyalty will continue 
to be what it has been this year. 


Those of our alumni who are present engaged instudies in universities 
here and abroad have, according to the latest reports, acquitted 
themselves of their studies and examinations with honor both to 
themselves and to their Alma Mater. Of the older group might we 
mention two names which have of late been in the public eye. We were 
wery happy to read 77 the news of the appointment as Canadian 
Commissioner to Belgium of of a former student, Col. George Vanier. 
Again, we have heard with great pleasure,.of the recent-apyointment— 
of Mr. Paul Shields to the position of. GA metered! Cade SREY #, 
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This year, too, Loyola numbers still moré alumni among the 4 
newly ordained »oriests. The Reverend Geoffrey Penfold has been ] 
ordained for the Diocese of Victoria. Two former studenés soon to 
be ordained are members of the Society of Jesus, The Reverend Gregory 
Lonergan and the Rev. John Madte son. To these we should add the 
nemes of Messrs. Cameron MacDohald and armand Clement, who will 
be ordained in a few months for the Missions in China. Still another 
Mr, Richard King, will reach the goal of his high ambitions before 
many moths are passes. Mr. Xing will be ordained for the Archdiocese 
‘of Montreal. 


m During the past ten months the work of the Sodalities of Our Lady 
has at least maintained the very high level of recent years, 
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The efforts of the members to give a practical turn to their piety 
and their devotion to the Blessed Virgin met with results such as 
these: over a score of families were helped durtng the Christmas 
Season. Still other families were assisted dXf{ff and visited during 
the winter. Interest in the missions was aroused and sustahned. 

By means of the auxiliary to the Sodality, the Knights of the 
blessed Sacrament, devotion to the Blessed Eucaharist was fostered 
to a very high degree. During the year, there were approximaéssly 
3500 Communions here ig the College Charel on the part of the day 
students alone. 


In debating Loyola has been again supremely successful. For the 
third consecutive year our students have won the championship of the 
Inter-University Debating Learue of Canada. This means that in the 
eighteen years during which Loyola has been a ember of the League 
the cup has p42 come home to us sim times, while we have reached 
second place eleven other times. 


In athletics, our College Hockey team won the Dominion Champions” ip 
in the Intercollegiate Intermediate League. Our boys acquitted them- 
selves with credit in other leagues of hockey and football. 4 
feature that is worthy of recording is the very fine response of the 
students and the interest they shoved in the intra-mural leagues of 
football, hockey and baseball. This has led to an increase of school 
spirit upon which all are to be congratulated. 


Our contingent of the C.0.7.C. this year gave &® very much 
appreciated military tournament which was highly complimented by many 
in a position to judge of efficiency in these matters. An added feature 
to the activities of the unit is the establishing during this summer 
of a camp which will be exclusively for the student members of the 
Loyola C.0.7.C. 


May we pause for a moment to voice our deep regret and our sympathy 
to the family of one of our outstanding benefactors, the late Alderman 
Thomas O'Connell. He was always a friend of Loyola and his passing has 
been to us as to so many others a most sever blow. 


Again, in the necrology of this year we must record the death of one 
of our owm staff, Mr. James Moyer, S.J. @ scholastic teacher whose 
most eiifying death was a consolation to us all but whose loss has heen 
hard to replace. 


And now, about the Drive. For the first time in twenty years, Loyola 7 
was forced to make a public appeal for financial assistance, andi in the 
early days of March a campaign was launched for the Loyola Maintenance 
Fand. Its purpose was not to provide for new buildings, for in these 
times, new buildings however useful ate apt to te added liabilities in t 
balance sheet of loss and gain. It was rather to reduce? the indebtednes 
ineurred during the worst years of depression and the building loan of 


a number of years' standing. By removing some of this burdenk, 
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it was hoped the College would have a better chance to balance its 

yearly budget. It may here be remarked that since Loyola has no . 

endowment other than the free services of its fachlty its budget must 

be balanced by the students’ fees § charitable contributions and 

what added assistance members of the faculty may receive for 

eee and scholastic work apart from their labors in the College 
self. 


i. The objective of the campaign was the very considerable sum o? 
~000,000,. Even before the actual drive began, the state of the world 
markets and financial conditions at home and abroad began staedily 

to grow more alarming. As a result it was feardd that it would be im» 
possible to secure a4 sp large a sum. On the other hand,the present 
financial difficulties of the world at large were bound to have a 
serious repercussion upon Loyola's material welfare. It was felt that 
Loyola's condition at the present time was so serious that a repetition 
of the.lean years from 1930 on might force it to close its doors. 

And so it was decided bymthe officers of the Campaign to trust to the 
generosity of the public to do its utmost to save Loyola in what was 
perhaps the worst financial crisis of its history. 


All in all, the results of the drive were most consoling. At the 
end of the drive the sum of approximately $160,000 had been secured. 
Since then contributions have continued to reach Loyola until we have 
every ground for hoping that the final result will be a4 sum well 
beyond $200,000.00. While this will not permanently and indefinitely 
secure the financial future of Loyola, it has attained the main 
purpose of the campaign. Loyola, please God, will not close its doors. 
The future is safe for years to come.It may well be that a further 
increase of students - their number has grown by 20% in the last 
three years - and further interest and generosity on the part of the 
public will preclude any necessity for another appeal for help. 


The campaign has brought to Loyola much more that cannot be counted 
in dollars and cents. It gave the college a. publicity such as it hadn 
not before enjoyed, and here may I say a word of thanks to the press 
of this city and Province and indeed far beyond the Province. 

More than this, it aroused the active sympathy of the English speaking 
Catholic group and of many others not of our race, or not of our faith. 
I think I voice the sentiments of all the Faculty when I say the drive 
was worth while if only to enable us to discover how many friends we 
have among clergy and laity in this city and outside of it. Still 
further it gave to the Loyola alumni a stimulus to which they responded, 
it threw down a challenge which they took up, with the result that 

in my memory the chief recollection of Loyola's campaign will always 

be the charity of her friends and the loyalty of her alumni. 


It would take too long to enumerate all those that deserve a special 
mention as benefactors of Loyola by reason either of their contribut- 
fons or of their untiring efforts in the campaign. The Chairmen of 
the special names committee, the ,» the parish, and those who 
worked as far 
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worked as far afield as Toronto, New York and Mexico City and all 
their lieutenants and helpers. To all Loyola is profoundly grateful. 


May we be permitted to express our gratitude and appreciation 
to them all by turning to one figure amongst them without whose 
constant help and guidance and encouragement the campaign would 
have been an utter impossibility, to the Loyola alumnus whom a 
recent gathering of former students paid tribute as the outstanding 
alumnus of this year, Mr John T. Hackett,K.C., the Chairman of 
our campaign. To him and his assistants Loyola will always bear 
a lasting gratitude.
